Admiral Tryon Considered the '"Vic- 
toria "a bad Flagship— That 
Fatal Order., 

Valetta, Malta, July 10.:— The court 
martial trying the officers of the warship 

Victoria resumed its sitting tliis morni-^p, 
this being tho third day of iho triid. The 
first witness, to-dny, was Rear Admiral 
MarUhani, v^liosr, flag was Hying on the 
Catnperdown at tho time she ran into and 
sudIc the Victoria. Hiq official despatciica 
to the Admiralty reporting the fact and de- 
tails of the accident were read, and he atat 
that lio had nothing to add to the 
despatches. When questioned as to the 
impression made upon him when the signal 
of Vioe-Admiral Tryon was raised on the 
Victoria, orderine that the distance be- 
tween the two oolumoa be six cable lengths, 
the Rear Admiral replied that wlien the 
signal was read, he said to the fl-ig lieuten- 
unt : " I'hat is iinpoKaililc, since it is an iiii- 
practiciible mann-uvre." 

'I'lie Rear Adinirul then repeated the 
story of the signals contained in his dia- 
patcli-s to tho Admiralty. Ho siid that 
when ho signalled to- tho Victoria that ho 
did not nuite understand tho signal, the 
Victoria answered that tho Catniierdown 
was delaying tho nuiiiu tivres. It then oc- 
currtd to witncaa that he was to put the 
helm of the Cainperdown down and turn 
her aixteen points to tho starboard, wliile 
the Victoria would ease her helm and circle 
round on I he outaido of tlio division wliioh 
waa buing led by tho (Jainpcrdown. Rear 
Admiral further said lie conferred with 
the II . g lieutenant and captuin, and both 
cnucurrecl in hia assumption that the Vic- 
toria waa to pasa round to the outside of tho 
Caniperdown. Had this assumption been 
founded on fact the manoeuvre would have 
been attended wilh no danger. When he 
discovered his assumption was wrong he 
watched tho Victoria's holm signal with the 
cloaest attention. The Rear Admiral said 
ho was cognizant of Admiral Tryon's mem- 
orandum in regard to discretionary obedience 
nf orders when atrioli obedieilce would en- 
tail disaster. 

Rear-Admiral Markham aaid he was not 
awaro that the enginea of the.Cumperdown 
were woiking at only three-quarters speed, 
although the veisel'a way wasnot Icbseueil 
as much aa he had expected after the signal 
to "go full speed astern " was given. He 
thought that if the order had been executed 
properly tho damage upon the Victoria 
would not have been so great. When ques- 
tioned as (o his placing the two nienniugs nu 
on the signal he said, ho supposed that aa all 
the other captains of the fleet answered 
the signal, they interpreted it the same way 
as he did. The Rear Admiral said he hud 
never seen either mano-uvro performed be- 
fore. "I am sure 1 could liave done nothing 
to prevent the colliaiun after tlie Victoria 
and Cumpordown had turned eiglit points 
with their howa on each other. Jf I h.id 
gone astern with both screws the I'^lin 
burgh would have rammed mo. 1 absume 
eniire responsibility for the inanagennnt 
of the ship" Ueing iiuostinncd about Ad- 
miral Tryon'a nieinorandum, Admiral .Mark- 
hum aaid it waa issued in conai ij iicnce of the 
grounding of the Howe. Ii is ditlicult to 
Hay whether nr not tlie ai^nal not to send 
boats to ihc \'iclonu CiUised grater fatality. 

The Rear-Admiral I'uriher aaid lie did not 
expect any Si nuipliore explanation of Ad- 
mtral Tryon'a signal, though lie udinitted 
Buch an ex[ilanalion waa aometimiia given. 
He had often performed evnlulions without 
perceiving their object. He had never be- 
fore received a signal that caused douhta aa 
to the safety of its execution. 

Flag Lieutenant liradshaw, of tho Camper- 
down, was next examined, and he corro- 
lieriiled the testimony of Rear- Adinirul 
Markham. 

Captain Johnstone, of tho Cainperdown, 
also gave testimony similar to that of the 
Rear-AdmiraL The witness thought it ex- 
tremely dangerous to aot contrary to a com- 
mander's orders for a maoojuyre, which, 
perhaps, had been carefully considereil. 
Cujit. Johnstone said that some of the 
watertight compartments of the Cani- 
perdown remained open because the 
rush of water prevented their 
being closed. He was unable to say whether 
he thought at tho time that he WJS working 
the hliip on hia own responsibility or waa 
merely ( Xi ctiting Rear Admiral Nlarkham'a 
orders, but waa ready to accept the full re- 
ap'iuiiihilit.y for the managoment of the vea- 
ael, He believed thai the leader of the 
tirHt diviaion had the powT to pi event tiie 
aeeidcnt by reversing lier helm in time. 

(^apl. liimrke, during hia ex iniination 
waa iiucytioned j'eaterdty aa to Ad- 
miial Tryon'a manner of receiving aug- 
gestinns conceiniiig sigoala for tlia fatal 
muiiruvre. He replied llie admiral'a 
anawera were rather abort and aharp. He 
knew that the admiral conaidered the Vic 
toria a had lljgal'.ip. Rourke conaidered 
the mano'uvro an uuprecciiented one when 
ordered. He never hid Ui do it before. 

Flag Lieut. Gilford thi-n said thot the 
admiral, in making tho order for Iho signal, 
gave him a slip of paper on which was wrii- 
ton only the iiguro fix, and conimindoati d 
the rest of the inutructiona orally. Tliis, he 
add' d, waa rather unuaiial. 

.Stair Corntnaniler Havvkina-Hniith, who 
followed, said he thought Ihe figure aiic, in- 
dicating th'j number ot cable h^iigtha, waa 
in tho admiral's handwriting, and added 
that he ( Hawkins) was not invited to givo 
any advice in the matter of uiannuivrea.

The ore is gray copper, and assays gave a 
return of 1.2.52 ounces silver, 22 per cent, 
lead and 7 per cent, copper to the ton. The 
discovery is distant about four miles over 
the range to the north of Watson, 

One hundred and thirty one lots were 
sold in New Denver on Tuesday at pricea 
ranging from S.'iO up to §300. The buyers 
were nearly uU men who live in Slocau dis- 
trict, and overy one of them expressed a be- 
lief that New Denver would yet bo the 
equal of any town iu Weat Kootenay. 

Work lias been resumed on the No. 1 and 
Highland mines at Ainsworth. A largo body i 
of high grade ore being struck in the former, 
Alex. McLtod has been given a contract for 
hauling tho ore from tho mino lo tlie ore 
warehouse at Ainsworth.

Now that silver has slumped in price, 
pi oapeotors are turning their attention to 
the gnld-beartng sections of West Kootenay, 
and considerable attention is being given lo 
Salmon river and its tributaries. 

Work has been commenced in earnest on 
the Poorm'in, situated about six miles west 
of Nelson and about a mile from Kootenay 
"iver, This property is owned by the Eagle 
Creek Gold Mining company and has not 
lieen worked to any extent since the fall of 
1H!)0.

For an hour and a half last: night the City 

Council (lisouaaud tlio proposition of adopt- 
ing a by-liiw proviiiiiig for the nsausanient 
to be levied upon property owners for the 
city's current oxpenaea daring the coming 
year. Mityor Beaven and Aid. MoKillioan, 
Styles, Bragg, Miller, Belyea, Henderaon, 
Baker and Munn were present. 

Tlie proviBions of the difTerent sections 
culled for tliirti eii milU on tlio doll.ir on all 
land ; twelve niilla upon iniprovunienta, aud 
aix ffiilla levied on laud an u special aasess- 
raent for Board of Health purposes. A one- 
fifch reduution will be granted to persona 
paying their taxes before Ootober 31. One 
per ceut. will be added to all taxea overdue. 

A I.I), Hakkk fluid he was not in favor of 
koopiug Iho taxes aa high aa tliey now were. 
The iieupli; ueu! ni.xid liigli enough ami the 
Board should eudeuvor in every way to pre- 
vent the l.iX' a huiug raiatd. 

Am). Stvi.IvS Ijelii.ved that property was 
assessed at a valuation held during boom 
times and he opjioMid levying a higher rate, 
na ho did not lliii.k it juat. 

Ali>. McKillica.v said, even with the 
propoaed addinon, which was hut very 
slight, the uily'b luxfs were lower than 
those of any o in r ai!j lei nt ci;y. If the 
people expi ced inifirovi nu'nta they aliouUl 
make provision to have lliuir deeirea carried 
out. 

Ald. MlLLEIl found one fault with the 

Eroposed chuuge, and that was that enough 
ad not been levied to allow for the full 
amount of expenses .that would arise by 
the olose of the year. 

If the speoial tax was for the purpose 
of building the Isolation Hospital and 
payiuf; for it in one year, Aid. 
8tylea would not vote in favor of 
the by-law. Hiu opinion waa that the 
payments for this improvement should cover 
a number of years when citizens coming in 
later, who derived benefits from the same, 
should stand their share of the exponao. 

Al.i). 1!hi.yi:a was satisfied with the 
figures, and knew of no good reaaon for 
changing the rates figured out by the 
Auditor. 

"I understand we linvo the privilege of 
reducing the rale on iiiiprovenienta," said 
Aid. HrugK, "aud I wonhl like to see it re- 
duced. The point, 1 (■.■Mitcnd, is that seeing 
that we c'luld p it. a greater rate on land, 
why not do so ? I think wo should do that 
and lighieu the ljurden that would be 
placed on many of the ratepayers." 

Ali). MlLLKlt claimed that should this 
change i)e made and the propoaed rate be 
not placed on irnprovementa it would bo an 
uujuat diiicriniination, tvnd establish a pre- 
cedent in favor of the man of wealth, who, 
if the poor man eacaped taxation on hia ini- 
pi'Ovementa, could erect expensive reai- 
tiencea and also avoid taxation v.'hioh ahould 
be paid. 

Ali). Mun.n was not in favor of loading 
the city with additional taxation. Tlie 
funds required should be raised by some 
other method than placing a levy on prn- 
purty owners. Real eatate values were 
considerably reduced ac the present tiuie. 
The speaker suggested increasing the lir(uor 
license. 

The rate, according to Mayor Beaven, 
waa but u trifle over two mills in excess of 
the rate levied last year, and it would have 
to be levied either on the land or the im- 
provementB separately, or be divided be- 
tween the two. 

*'If the money is to be raised, and it 
seems as if it must be so," said Aid. Styles, 
*' the plan is perhaps a good one. - Tbe 
neceasity of more money ia apparent, but 1 
am oppoeed to allowing tbe Board of Health 
such a large amount for expenses." 

When the question as to the passage of 
section 1 was put, Aid. Henderson offered 
an amendment, changing the number of 
rrdlls on the dollir to fifteen. The amend- 
ment was defeated and the section wua 
adopted. 

Al.li. Mi;.s.\, seconded by Aid. Hender- 
son, nil -red an amendment to Section "J, in 
crcaaing tbe suin named from 12 to 15 mills. 
The ainondmtnt was lost and the section 

adopted 

" An extension of the time in paying the 
taxort Hhtiii'd lie granted luit il 1 he laBt of 
November," said Aid. Stylea, " as haa been 
CU!(t(]ii;iiry herelof.'re. " 

This provision waa what he considered the 
last at raw on the already overloaded camel, 
aa another motilh'a time would prov(! a great 
accommodation to many tiixpayers. 'I'lie 
aucceeding sections were prisaed with but 
little diuciiaaiou, and the by-law became a 
city law.

On July (i, spoke the Kliza 
Miller which was hound for San Francisco 
with a mixed cargo of salmon, codliah and 
aealakiiia from Sand Point and on Monday 
lust I passed the American three masted 
schooner Peerless, days out from New- 
port and destined for the Sound in 
ballast. During my voyage I found seala 
to be very plentiful, but in the early part of 
tho season the weather was very rough. On 
the *JS'h of April I picked up a small boat 
belonging to the Annie E. i'aint, which 
contained three men. The boat was two 
days and two nights away from the schooner 
and' its occupants were nearly exhausted 
when they reached my cruft. Fortunately 
the weather was tine while the men were at 
the mercy of the sea; but the last night 
they were out there was a cold, bleak wind 
The men's poaition can be better imagined 
than described — thoy were pulling and 
difting around on the water for over fifty 
hours in hopes of being picked up, and hav- 
ing nothing but biscuits to exist upon. Of 
the 2,2.'>2 skins I have on board," continued 
Cupt. Mugneson, " I don't believe I have 
over 100 cow seal furs; and they are fine 
ones."

TEE BETTER WA K. 

We are g}ad to see that no attempt has 
been made by the New WeatDiioBter Fisher- 
men's Assoolatioa to treab vrlth violence tho 
men who do not belong to their organiza- 
tion, and who do not insist upon their 
terms. This is a free country and it should 
be kept free. Every man in it, whether 
white or black, or red or yellow, should be 
free to dispose of ilia labor aa he sees fit. He 
should also be free to joia a labor organiza- 
tion or to refrain from joiniog. If the 
Indians are content to work for what white 
fishermen consider low wages, no one has 
any ri^ht to punish them for making their 
own bargains. It will be found that in the 
long ran the qaie», peaeeable, law-abidiog 
way b the better way. 

If the Asaocialioa, in its endeavors to ac- 
complish its ends, uses only thoao menus 
which are lawful, if it respects the ritshtsof 
outsidera, it will h*vo with it the aympatliy 
of the public and its moral support. The 
fishermen should recolleot that the cacnerB 
have their diSiculties, that they run great 
risbB, and that when the operations of the 
season are over il iu quite possihle they may 
get no i)rofi t on their outlay and tlii-y may 
lose their SL-afon'a labor. This cannot lie 
the case with the fiahermoa. They get their 
pay. Whether the seasoa is good or bad, 
Incby or unlucky, they get paid for every (ish 
they dolivor at the canneries. This should 
not ba for a moment forgotten. It as 
much tho interest of the fiahtrmen as it ia of 
the cannera that salmon puckiug shiUl bo a 
profitable business. This it will not ho if 
the fishermen are aoreasonable. 

Nature makes the basiness risky enoutch, 
but if the fiBbernien, by unreasonible de- 
mands and by creating disturbances among 
the Indiana, muko it more ribky, cannera 
will take their money out of the huainees 
and there will ceaae to be either work 
wages for the fishermen, lb will nob be 
bard to carry oc the basiness barmonioualy, 
and It must be carried on harmoniously if it 
is to be profitable. Boogh language and 
violence are oven more hurtful to those who 
resort to thcni than to those against whom 
thoy are directed.

It ia known vaguely 
that' the Uiiireil States ore buying every 
iiiDQlh -1 .'jllO.OUO ounces of uilvtr, imd tliat 
this repreaenis ah >ut the product of the ail- 
viT iniiK-a of tho United States, It is not 
knowu what un euiirnioua bulk of silver the 
lavvp of Gongresa have eoinp-Ilod the gov- 
ernment to purchase and keep.

It mitilit 
liavu expended .?I,0()I),UUO in that 
ivay, aud tho country uuL;ht to bu 
thankful, perhaps, that tho different 
Secretaries restained themselves from g')ing 
to the uimoB'. limit of ilio statute. Ni vi r- 
thelesa, the ( invcrnment puichased, uudi-r 
tho law nf 1878, 308 109 201 71 ougcos, at a 
onst of U.');") .")70 19— -an average coat of 
$1.0.") an nuiiee There aro in circulation 
al)out S.'iSO.dllO.dOU in silver, moat of which 
in in Bilver cert iticalea, the metal buck of 
tlifse notes heiinr a'nred in the Treasury. 
Stated roui;hly, aOO.OOO 000 standard silver 
dollars would unvur a space of nearly one- 
half a i-quure mile. 

Since Aui^ust 13. 1890, the Government 
has been buying 4,6(10 OUO ounces of silver a 
month. On the s Ivrr purchaaed under tho 
act of 1878 the (}"VfrDnietit imide a prolit 
of about. §70,000,000 by stumping a lie on 
every 375 xra ns of fine silver On the 
silver purohised under the act of 18'.)0, the 
G-uverDmenc has lost about §40,0UO,uoU by 
the depreciation of its stock uf bullion on 
hand. 

The amonnt purchased und-r tho act of 
1890. moat of which is stored in ih" vkuUs 
of the Treasury, was about 15 / 0,000 
ouncea on tho lat. of .Inly The Governnn nt 
owns, therefore, about I !)00 tons of ailver, 
for which it is obliged to lin.l storaf^o roiiin. 
Moreover, it must go on buying iind storing 
more than 141) tons of silver a month, ami ia 
issuing against tho metal paper money, 
which it is redeeming in gold uud receiving 
for its dues, but which ia not reijtirdi d aa 
money or a valid reprcsentai ivo of money iu 
any other country in the world except 
Mexico and tho South American liepublica, 
with whom wo trade through London,' and 
who, inconsistently perhaps, demand pay- 
ment of our debts.to them for hides, ooSee 
and other articles that we import, in gold 
exchange. 

U hat ia tho Government to do with this 
immense hoard of silver is what is troubling 
American statesmen of all parties. The 
problem, too, is one the solution of which a 
vary large number of people, engaged in 
many employments and having important 
and diverse interests, are awaiting with 
considerable anxiety. It aeenia pretty clear 
just now that the country has determined 
not to go on increasing this immense hoard 
of silver. 



THE

The San Franciseu ArgOQAUt Bees a bril- 
liaat fulure fur tho citiea of the Sound includ- 
ing those of British Columbia. In its issue of 
tho 17th, it points out to the citizens of San 
Francisco the advanlnges which these cities 
enjoy and it shows that thoy have become 
San Fraucisco'a iiioal formidable trade com- 
petitors. 1 1 sayo; 

" In natural resources the back country 
that thoao cities must draw upon is not 
inferior to California. Its ugricultur i 
rcaourcta aro oxtensivo, and, aa yet 
hardly a Htep him been taken towards ih'dr 
development. Kor niaiiuluctures there are 
iron und coal in abuiKhiiiec; and the lumber 
supply ia more exteiiaive th< n can be found 
elaewliere in the same area in tho United 
States. .Such acompetiiion is by no means 
conteniiitible, und the superior aizo of this 
ciiy wilihuol small avail in the atrugf^lc 
that must oouie. San Francisco is to be 
maintained in the position which she now 
occupica uot by ootnpUining of the taoilitiea 
of commerce which ue now have but by 
putting forih every energy to iaorease und 
multiply thoao facilitiea . . . California 
now has but a small share of the Auslruliuu 
trade; syatoniatio < flort would divert a largo 
parb of it in this direction. This ia bub one 
of the direotionr in which an effort should 
be made. Business v, ill not oome here of its 
own accord ; tho merchants must reach out 
for it and ac euro it in tho face of tho most 
notivo opposition." 

It is cheering to eco thab the enterprise of 
these northern otlies, partioularly that of 
those of British Colnmbia, ia stimulating 
the Sau Francisco men to make fresh exer- 
tions lo stir up tho almoal stagnant trade of 
their city. Canadians are not afraid of tho 
oompotitioti. \Yith a fair held and no 
favor thoy will give a good account of 



AN EASTERN ECONOMIST. 

Because Dr. Burwash is a sound divine 
and a skilful educationist, it does not follow 
that he is an authority on political economy. 
J^othing is more common than to find a man 
who is little short of an oracle in his own 
profession, nr in the branch of Eoience which 
he has made his peculiar study, the very re- 
verse of one in other professions and in 
otb--r branches of knowledge. Theology 
and political economy aro not very closely 
connected, and it ia no reproach to the man 
who is deeply read in tho ono that he knows 
little or nothing of tho other. The Chau- 
cellor of Victoria University has under- 
taken to summarize what he considers the 
cfF> eta of protection on the countries which 
have adopted it. Thia is hia summary ; 

1. The congeatinn of population in tho 
citiea, towns and manufacturing centres. 

2. The exodus of population from tho 
rural distriots, 

3 The accumulation of mortgage debts 
upon farms. 

4. The accumalation of immense fortunes 
in the hands of individual m^ufaotttrera 
and oapitalista. 
5 The relative decline of foreign bradc. 
6. The gradual failure of markets for the 
manufactures themselves, and hence tho 
necessity for advance to the third stage, 
that of tree trade.

With regard to numbers 1 and 2, Dr. 
Burwash has been guilty of a mistake which 
is hardly to be pardoned in a man of oxten- 
sivo information and cultivated intellect. 

Wherj the uncuhivated man sees two things 
existing in tho same country at the aamc 
time, he often, without much inquiry, do- 
□lares that ono is the cause of the other. 
In Canada population ia flowing to tho 
towna and citiea from the rural diatricts. 
I'rolcotiori exiata in Canada ; therefore 
protection ia tho cauao of tho congestion 
of the population in citiea, Thia, of 
course, is not sound reasouing, but it fre- 
quently passes for such among persons who 
can hardly bo called uneducated, 

]::ub tho sumo state of things exists in 
ilreat Britain. There the farmers aro com- 
plaining that the inhabitaiiLa of tho rural 
diatricts, particularly tho young of tho 
laboring class, are crowding into the citiea 
lo find work more congenial, less arduoua 
mid better paid than toiling in the fields. 
Free trade e.-iisla in Great Britain, there- 
fore free trade is tho cause of 
congestion of population in the citiea. 
Thia ia quite as good reasoning — 
or quite as bad— as thab which attributes 
the overcrow ding in cities which ia going on 
almost everywhere to protection. There is 
still another olaas of reasonera, so calleJ, 
who dcclaro that tho spread of education ia 
tho C1JU9U of tho desertion of country settle- 
ments, villages and districts and tho conges- 
tion of population in the large towns and 
cities. These growlers say that education 
gives tho children of tho poor ideas above 
their station, and that it makes them impa- 
tient of the monotony of rural life. It cul- 
tivates iu them atat-'^foi variety and cx- 
citemenb which ciuuoL be gratified in a dull 



country place. And it also, they aver, tends 
to makethom lazy. PopulurcducAtion obtains 
in Great Britain, tho United States, Canada 
and Australia, and these are the countries 
in which rural occupations h*ve become dis- 
tasteful to young people. Therefore, 
popular education is the cause of 
tho exodus frotn the rural districts 
and the congcation ot population in 
the towns and manufactuiiog centres. 
We do not eay that this ia good reaaoniug, 
but we do say that is quite as good aa the 
reasoning which attributes the desertion of 
tho country and the crowding of towns to 
protection or free trade. 

With regard to efifecb No. 4, the aoonmula- 
tion of immenao fortunes and of wealth in 
the hnnels of a few has been confidently aiuil 
to he the eHeet of free trade. There can be 
no doubt that i.nmenEe fortunes have be«n 
made in Groat Britain since the establish- 
ment of free trade in thab country. Before 
free trade the millionaire was a rara avis in 
tho Three Kingdoms. Of lato years mil- 
lionaires have become quite nutneroua, and 
it nmat be remembered that it takes nearly 
five tiinea as much to make a millionaire in 
Great Britain as it does in either bhe United 
States or Canada. Seeing, then, thab mil 
lionaires are as numerous in free trade 
England as they are in protectionist 
Canada, protection cannot be said 
to have a monopoly of making 
millioiuiircs. If in this matter of the 
accumulations of immense fortunes in the 
hands of individual manufacturers and 
papitalists, free trade England is com 
pared with tho protectionist countries of 
Europe, Dr. Burwajh'a mistakewill appear 
in very glaring colors. 

Henry George will tell tho learned Doctor 
that the accumulation of immenao fortunes 
in tho hands of individuals ia caused by tho 
land of tho country being private property, 
and he will point to the Astors, the Vunder- 
bilts, the Mackays and the thousand and 
ono American millionaires, to say nothing of 
those in (Jreat Britain and continental 
Kuropo, as proof of tho Boundneas of hia 
theory. 

We eeo that three out of Dr. Burwaah's 
alleged elfeota of protection are not by any 
means peculiar to protectionist countries, 
but are, at the least, quite as conspicuous in 
tho home of free trade. Tho conclusion, 
therefore, that wo must come to, is that the 
Doctor's rcaaoning is vicious and that his 
information ia insufficient. Wc may have 
something to say about efiects three, five 
and six when we have more space at our 
disposal.

Tuesday evening 
Company "J mot for drill, and tliero was a 
well founded belief out in the eanip thai the 
boys of No. '2 would nuireh out and take the 
cimp by surprise. Messrs Holmes and Fin- 
laysou knew this and laid their plana ac- 
cordingly. 

As the evening houra went by and Com- 
pany 2 failed to appear the guardians of the 
camp grew more and more suspicious. Did 
they meditate a night attack ? Were they 
barbarians to fall upon men while thoy slept" 
It looked that way, and honor demanded 
that the camp should not be taken at least 
not without a battling for existence and 
victory. 

At first It was thought that a picket 
should be thrown out, but as the daring de- 
fenders of the canvas homes were worn and 
weary it waa-finaliy decided to double the 
goard and trust the rest to the Providence 
that protects brave men.

BBTDISa CdLUUBlA'S BESOURCESr 

• To THE Edithu: — I crave space in your 
columns for one or more Icttera in regard to 
some matters of the gravest possible import- 
ance to British Columbia. 

From a careful examination of the re- 
sources of our Province, I feel warranted in 
saying that we have here all the natural 
conditions necessary for the establishment 
of a populous uud prosperous community. 
At present we have less than one white 
person in the Province for every five tquaro 
miles of its area. There are river valleys in 
the Frovinue, the names of which are hardly 
known to anybody but the map-makers and 
the surveyors, where this whole population 
could bo supported in eoffifort. Wo have 
undoubtedly the greatest amount of forest 
wealth podseaacd by any country in the 
world, 1 refer of course to merchantable tim- 
ber, for the ordinary purposes of building, 
or manufacture^. Wo have deep sea and 
river fisheries, which are unsarpassed, if, 
indeed, they are equalled, by any others. 
Wo have as rich silver and lead mines as 
the world contains. We have untold wealth 
in gold. We have a great extent of excel- 
lent farming land. We have a very wide 
urea exceptionally well adapted for cattle 
and sheep raising. Wo can grow certain 
varictiea ot fruit in as great abundance and 
of as excellent ((uality as OBtt be produced 
in any country. On the .Whole, our climate 
is exceedingly favorable to the prosecution 
of every description of industry. Our coal 
mines are famous the world over. Our geo- 
graphical position is' commanding. Why has 
i>nr province halted in its onward march ? 
NVhat shall be done to give it a new im- 
petus? I submit that these (|Uostiona are 
worthy of the most careful consideration, 
that our newspapers, our business men uud 
our politicians would do well to give them 
earnebt tiiought to the end that some meaiKS 
may be diauovered to draw the attention of 
tlie world to our vast capabilities and secure 
the inauguration of tho.fe enter prises wliich 
are necessary for the development of our 
re.'iourcea. While 1 have my political pre- 
dilections and frankly confe.i3 tiiat they are 
not in favor of the parly in power at Oitawa, 
1 feel that in dealing with matters relating 
to the niuteriai advancement of the province, 
party prejudice should play no part, but 
that every tjueation should bo discussed 
from the business point of view. Sel- 
dom has auch an opportunity been 
oH'ored to a public man in so com|)aralively 
sniall a community. Thi.i province ia the 
threshold over which Britiah enterprise 
must step to the commercial conqueat of the 
Pacitic Ocean and all which that implies. 
Hero is the place where Hritiah energy will 
reat for a time while making ready for a 
leap to the remote "eaat west," which we call 
the Orient, because we have always been 
accustomed to look towards it from the 
other direction. This then is no theatre for 
the playing of a small part, bu'i an arena 
in which a courageous and far-teeirg leader 
may achieve signal triumphs. 

Frankly speaking, if I were in a public 
position I would not rest content until I had 
tied Vancouver Island to the Mainland by 
bonds of .steel, and until I had secured the 
construction of another transcontinental 
railway from this city of oars to some point 
upon the Atlantic seaboard, whence the 
shortest possible route to England would be 
available. There is little doubt that Sir 
John Mttcdonald will live in the history of 
this country chiefly as the man who had the 
forethought and c jurage to plan and carry 
out, in the face of all opposition, a Cana- 
dian railway from ocean to ocean. 

I know no more of the liritish I'aeilic rail- 
way project than the public have aeen in 
the papers. I do not linow wiiether the 
company which Mr. Hakeman represents 
will he able to carry out its plans, but tliis 
I do know, that if after his combination haa 
been given a fair trial it shall not succeed, 
the Provincial (Jovernment should not 
rest content until they have secured 
the construction of the railway by 
somebody, and 1 wish to add that that 
somebody should be an independent com- 
pany, unasaociated even with any 
of ;tho other transcontinental lines 
I do not know that any of the other lines 
would seek to eouatruct this new one, but 
strange things happen in railway circles. 
It will be remembered that the Central 
Pacific Railway waa the beginning of all the 
transcontinental railway systema. No one 
supposed then that before two decades had 
puaiod its roadbed would bo allowed to fall 
into disrepair and that the possibility of the 
rails being taken up would be seriously con- 
templated. Yet such is the cage, A rail- 
way monopoly has its clutch upon San 
Francisco, and that great city is helpless. 
It gees its commerce going to ports to the 
north and the south, which have the ad- 
vantage of competitive lines, and can only 
look nn unable to remedy the evil, it is of 
tranacendeut importance to British Colum- 
bia that therd should be no monopoly of the 
railway connection between her coast and 
the interior and the Atlantic coast. It 
seems to me th.it tliis onglit to be a cardinal 
point of the railway policy of the Provincial 
Iministration. 

I aiimotadvoca line; any particular company 
or any pirticulur policy. On these points I 
may hiive something to say by and bye. 
What I want to impress upon Mr. Davie 
and his ( lovernnient is the imirienae im- 
portance of securing the construction of the 
railway lino to which I have referred. 

The Canadian Pacitic has been a great 
benefit to British Columbia, not as much ua 
it might have been if it had not felt it occes 
aary to expend so muob money in establish- 
iug eastern connections. It will be of still 
greater benefit to the Province when it has 
opened the Kootenay country. It should 
bo given every every reasonable assistance 
to do thin. But what the Province wants is 
a road which will make British Columbians 
development its chief object. Tliia road the 
Provincial Government ought to aparo no 
pains to secure. The Lfgisluturo has ex- 
tended the time of the British Pacific 
people. They should bo allowed the 
field to themaelvea for that period 
But if they cannot carry out their 
plana, thtn the Government ought to put 
itaelf in coniniutii'jation with others. In a 
few word.^ the lirst plank in the policy of 
of the British Ctdumbiun Government should 
be a new and independent transjoininc'nt il 
railway. I will mention other planks 
toy next letter. Oni.oori-.ii

Desver, Col,, July 19. — The Denver 

State National Bank haa just posted a 
notice that its doora will not bo opened to- 
day. The doora of tho German National 
Bank were not opened for businesa at 10 
o'clock this morning. No notica waa posted, 
but it is believed it has suspended payment. 
The excitement is rapidly increasing, and 
ruua are threatened on other banlca. 

Tho panic ia ragiug in this city to-day 
with renewed vigor, and aa a result tho old 
Gerniau National Bunk, with a reputation 
for stability of twenty years'^tanding. and 
tho equally reputable State Nutional f-iiled 
to open their doors for business this morn- 
ing. The People's National Bank has 
also failed. All night long depositora 
stood in line in front of the Ger- 
man, and by 9 o'olocli there was 
one long line ot faces ftrotching down tho 
street. At the oppoaito corner, where the 
.State h'lH Kt) long diino buaincBS, there waa 
a crowd of anxious dipoBiturs wailing the 
opening of tlie ddors. Hero the people 
Were relieved fruni their agony at a few 
niinulea after nine, wlien a iiiotice was 
[justed on the iliKjr that the Imiik u-ould 
not oiien owing (o luck of I'l'iidy cash, and 
the crowd moved iiway. At tho Liermau 
there was evidently a deleiiiiinatioii to go 
ahead with luisiiies.s up to almost the last 
inomeut, when a slip of pnyier wii.s posted 
in the window stating that the doors would 
remain cluaed temporurily. Then the Hcenes 
became discrea-ingj men ond women down 
tlic long line broke out in tears and com- 
menced wailing. 

Hy this time there wiia a run on every 
bank in tho ciiy, and soon came the an- 
nouucemeut that, tho People's National h-.d 
closed ita doots. The notice on the doora 
read : " Thia bank is closed by onler of 
board of dirfctrira. Net assets, i;l,100.UUO; 
liabilities, §310.000." 

President McNeill, of the State, aays his 
bank paid out in cash a trille over $'.1(10,000 
within'the lust thirty days. Ho evidently 
tried to call in loans to keep the doora open, 
but it proved to be an impoasibility. 

In the coarse of a long talk he said : 
" Please say for me that our assets to-day 
are fully twice aa large as our liabilities." 

Chap. M. Clinton, cashier of the German 
National, eaya that exceedingly hard timea 
and inability to place aeo urities, together 
with failure to call loans, had forced them 
to oloBe their doors. 

" During tho last 110 days," he aaid, 
"there has been a onnstiint drain on the 
bank, and over Jl.OUO.OOO has been piiid to 
depositora, eome d-iya the dotiiand being all 
the way from f'J.'i HOO toS7.1,000. Tholiiuik 
ex()ected SliOD.OUO trom llic E.at/ this Iliorn- 
.■ijg, but it failed to arrive, and aa they had 
p.iid out nearly all their money during yea- 
terday's run_, they were forced to close." 

The bank has been very lenient with all 
its creditors, pjnd never made an atlachment 
until yeatfcrd.vy which was ugainst the 
Mouitt Lamber Co. for §105,000. and this 
was not done untli absolubely neoeakaty.

• , A NARROW ESCAPE. 

Our World has a Very Close Shave of Coming 
Into Collision With the Comet. 

Cincinnati, Ohio, July 15,— Tho comet 
whioh ia now attracting such general at- 
tention throughout North America has 
been in uncomfortable proximity to tho 
earth. Such ia the finding of Prof. Porter 
at the Cincinnati observatory, whoso cal- 
culations show that tho luminona body haa 
actually heon closer than any comet of 
modern days, having been leas than ,')8,000,- 

000 milea from tho earth, when it began to 
wheel and hurry away. Aatrononiera hud 
barely noticed ita existence when tho re- 
treat began ou July 10. The comet oanio 
full lilt ill tho earth, but now, according to 
Prof. Porter it ia 01, 000, (JOO milea distant, 
liHvinL' between July lU and IS cleared -J.'!,. 
000,000 milea of apace. Said the professor 
this morning: 

" This comet bus been remarkably oloae 
to tho earth. I have just completed my 
tablea of oalculationa which are tho Brat to 
be made ao far ua 1 have learned, and tho 
results are extremely interesting. Not only 
did the comet come closer than any other of 
lute years, but it did not diaplay so much 
tail as is customary. Its distance from tho 
earth on July 10 was not much more than 
one-third the distance of the aun. Now it 
j 'Urneys through the constoUation Leo 
Minor, and by Wednesday evening it will 
be in L o Major. Al though it is 6 1 ,000, 000 
miles distant, the luminous character of its 
nucleus will render it visible for at least a 
mouth. It can bo seen by the naked eyes 
for aeveral nights yet. I observed the lail 

1 ist night, but it waa not highly luminoua 
In fact, we had trouble in outlining it with 
accuracy.

Lately it haa been found necebuary 
to put two or throe caaea of beer 
in Bight on the platform before they 
commenced their dancea and other per 
formancea, and as soon as the programme is 
ended the scnn-naked lieillhena make a daah 
for tho supplies, _n(l, dexterously forcing in 
the cotka inaert tho neck of the bottle be- 
tween their teeth and keep it there until 
the contenta arc entirely exhausted. A 
repetition of this programme at fn quent in 
tervais during tho day puts them into u 
hilarious. mood by dusk, and atrict precau- 
tious have been found necessary to keep 
them from breaking away from the village 
and raising hail Columbia about the plais- 
aoce.

Nkw Yohk, July 19. —Complroller of Cur- 
rency Jamea II- Kckcla was tho guest of hia 
predecessor, ex Comptroller A. B. Hepburn, 
at a dinner at the Union League club last 

evening. Owing to the gathering of many 
leading financiers of the oity it was gener- 
ally regarded more aa a conference on the 
monetary situation and prospective meaaures 
for relief than a purely social meeting. The 
dinner was given in the names ot President 
Gannon, of the Chase National bank, and 
President Tappen, of tho Gallatin National 
bank, as Hepburn is not a member of tho 
club. President Williams, of tho Chemical 
National bank and also President of thu 
Clearing House Association, presided. In 
respoDSQ to a few words of welcome from 
tho host, " 

Mr. Eckels, in a brief speech, said : The 
eondiiion which confronts tho American 
people deacrvoa the thoughtful attention of 
every citiz -u- It ia not a timo of panic, hut 
of slow liquidation, the result of undue 
speculation and unwiao tinano al legislation. 

U tho citizens would study the character 
of the lustiiuiiona which ''"^'E failed, and 
the causes and localities in wliich ihey oc- 
curred, and then view the solvent institu- 
tions everywhere also about them, the 
conclusion that mustfollow isthat the legiti 
mate business of the country is not threat 
ened, but isxstead will come out of tho pre- 
acut turmoil tho stronger for having passed 
throuuh it, Bad bankina must inevitably 
bring diaaster upon those who engage in it. 
riie present stringency has simply haateutd 
t he closing of some banks beoauae they are 
inherently weak ; others closed as a reault 
of keeping alive the opcrationa of specula- 
tora in the- extreme West and portions of 
tho South. The art haa not been discovered 
of making something out of nothing, and 
tho financier who stakes his all upon an uii 
built city reaching out into waste jdaceii 
must bring about tlui ruin of his own and 
kindred inatit utiona which iruated in him 
and pinned their faith to aesela yet unborn. 

Disaatera have fallen upon Bpeculative in- 
stilutiona and the boom citiea of the states 
of Waahington, California, Colorado, Kan 
sas and Missouri, which have in turn in 
jured the solvent ones, but the states of 
New England and tho East, and those of 
the Northwest, have thus far escaped, and 
will, because the foundations upon which 
they are built arn rook and not sand, The 
people should not invite disaster by 
withdrawing from solvent institutions the 
money depositorscannotpossably use. People 
are hoping and asking much from tho bank*. 
In turn the banks have a right of consider- 
ate treatment from the people. Let_ those 
who have long transacted businoss with the 
banking inaiitutiona have suflioient confi- 
dence in tliem to know and fool that if in 
yean paat they jirovtd aafe, they are likely 
to do ao now. People who indulge in riins 
on banke canae to come about the very thing 
I hoy aay that they wish to avert. 

Charles M. Preaton, superintendent of the 
New York Statu baiiU.s. apoUe ou State 
banking, deprecating the idea of removing 
the 10 per cent, tax unlesa some uniforni 
aystcm of regulating the currency is uilrptcti 
in every State in the Union. Oiher gentle- 
men apoke britlly and infovmally, and the 
comptroller waa given a good idea of what 
the New York bankers would like the Gov- 
ment to do in regard to treasury action and 
legialaiinn in tho approaching seaainn. 

\VASiilN(iTt)N-, .luno 19 — Oimptrollcr 
Eckels had not returned to Waahington 
from Nen- York in timo to roach hia olhco 
before it closed this afternoon, and there 
waa no one who aasnnied to apeak in hia 
Btoad of tho National Bunk failures to-day.

QUEBI5C EDUCATION. 

Mnfrnincent K.\lilblt JIadn nt tlin World's 
B'air— Siilciidlil Sliowliig of I'eniiiaii- 
Bhlp and Drawing;. 

ClllcAdO, July 19. —One of the moat in- 
terealing and complete educational exiiibita 
to be aeen at Jucksou Park ia that of the 
Province of Quebec, which is in charge of 
Brother Andrew, one of the Christian Bro- 
thers. Two sections in the gallery of tho 
manufacturers' building arc devoted 
showing the work of the parochial achoola 
in that part of (lanada, and one division 
preaenta tlie dill'erent ttiig'a of echolaatio 
training in the Proteatanl inaiitutiona of the 
Province. Tho display begins with the low 
eat grade and specimens of w-ork 
done by tho pupila from the time 
they enter school until they are turned 
out thoroughly acliooled and filed to lake 
their positions in society. These uro all to 
bo aeen in the regular order. Tho atudiea 
include all the bianchea known to the edu- 
cational world ; but if tho pupila excel in 
any one thing, judging from the exhibit, it 
is in penmanship and drawing. The course 
of inatruotion makes a special point of these 
two necessary acquirements of the student, 
and the reault is moat gratifying to tho in- 
struotors. The various achoola that arc 
best represented in the Roman Catholic ex- 
hibit are those of the Christian Brothers, 
the Brothers of the Sacred Heart, Brothers 
of Christ, Sisters of the Good Shepherd, 
Sisters ot the Assumption, Jesus Marie 
Sisters, Sisters of Charity, Congregation of 
the Holy Cioss, and many other well-known 
parochial educational institutions. 



SOUTHER.N SE.ALS, 

Arrival nt Valparaiso of Sixty Thoustiiul 
Skins From the .Soutlieru I'ftclllc. 

Wa.siiinoton Citv, July 10.— A dispatch 
rcpoiting the arrival of a ship at Valparaiso 
with a cargo of 00,000 soul skins taken at 
an unknown point in the Antarctic ocean 
was shown Prof, Goode, tho well known ex- 
pert of the Smithsonian institute, who re- 
plied : " It ia not at all improb.ible that 
such a catch was made. Fur aeala occur on 
both Atlantic and Pacific coasia, also in 
South .■\merica about the southern extremity 
and on all tho outlying islands, includ- 
ing not only tho Falklands, South Shet- 
land and South Georgio, but the other 
small islands more to the eastward. They 
have been found, in fact, at all the 
islands making up the chain atretching 
somewhat interruptedly from Cape Horn 
and the Falklands eastward to Australia 
and New Zealand, including those south of 
Capo of Good Hope, famous in the annals of 
the seal .fiaherios. The rookeries in that 
part of tho world, however, \ieTC practic- 
ally abandoned some years since for tho rea- 
aon'that, owing Ki Great liritdii's failure to 
prottct the seals there, they became almost 
extinct, and did not pay for tho time and 
trouble spent in hunting them. It may be 
that these years of comparative safely liavc 
reaultcd in restoring seal life to its former 
extent. If so, I wonder if Great Britain 
will undertake to protect the rookeriea 
now. "
